This, renewed search for
the a-.its.! of investors might be com¬
prehensible If it wer« supported by
the proffer <rf aotne available secnrltv
But there 1« nothing In etvtdenoe but
the bald promise and naked good faith
of the** 'sovereign- States, t'pon this
roiaamsr fabric. North Carolina Is ap-
pealina for »550,000 Mississippi is
seeking to utilise a form of local ob¬
ligation: and Ita minor political sub-
divisions. such as the countlee of
Baldwin. Clarke and others, ars- en-

deavoring to place their bonds In
money centres that would re.Wt. as a
matter of oo-tfree. the leeues of their
superior authority, the State Itself.

"In May. ltTO. g!m!lar efforts were
made by these members of the Ameri¬
can Fnlon to obtntn much iarger
amounts, both acting In their capacity
as States, and together seeking In E
rope and America for more than ti
000,000 subscriptions to their a Hegen
loans At that time the attention of
the New York Stock Exchange was
recalled to the subject. In the case
of North Cam Ira, the listings of that
body show several millions of dol ars
of Its bonds, on which Interest has
not been paid a!n<-e the date of th»
third coupon. The defaulta of MIs-
slaalppl antedate the Civil War. as
the result of Investigation of theae
condition* by leading bond house",
